Times, who ſpend their 7 0G and conſume abun- 
dance of Treaſure in making Falle Coverings to co 
ver their Shame ; out of which Confuſion many be- 
mg redeemed, who are baptized into Chriſt; and: 
have put on Chriſt's beautiful Garment, and are 
comely. in his Sight, who is Lord of Heaven and 


'Earth, before whom every. Creature is manifeſt : - 


and becauſe ſuch cannot run withthemy in the ſame 
Exceſs of Riot, and pay towards the Maintenance 
of thoſe ſottiſh Arts-men,what a Wonder they make 
of it ! and eryto the Magiſtrates for Help, to puniſh 
the Innocent People, for keeping their Conſciences . 
yoid of Offence both towards God and Man : What. - 
[mpriſoning,even many to Death.8Spoiling, Tearing 
and Rending of Goods, ſecking thereby the Deftru- 
tion and Ruin of many Thouſands of induſtrious. 
laborious Families. 

A Practice not ſo common amongſt the very Turks.

thing of their Behaviours to the Chriſtians and Fews -

[and in many Common Civilities, which. are called. 


moral, in which they ſcemed- to exceed. many-who 


| | ue called, Chriſtians. in Chriſtendom, . the Chriſtians | 


that live amongſt them of ſeveral Opinions agreeing - 
together in Outward Concerns,. do enjoy the Liber- . 
ty of their, Conſciences., in their ſeveral Wayes of. 


Worſhip ;..and the Fews have the.lame Freedom,: the 


; Jews obſerving the Seventh Day, and arequiet,; and 
Ate Chri/tians the Firft Day, and are not diſturbed ; . 
2:4 Jud the Tarks obſerve the Szxth Dayz and I did not - 
he ! 
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krceive any Penalties inflicted exther on Chxiftians or 
Fews-« 
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Fews for worſhipping of God as they Iuppoſe they 
ſhould ;. but they do live quietly and peaceably one 
with another in theſe Concerns. 

And concerning the Turks Moderation, in permit. 
ting the Chriſtians-1o quietly to injoy their ſeveral 
Per(waſions 1n Religious Matters, I made ſome In. 
quiry, what Reaſon they could give for the ſame? and } 
this Anſwer was returned me, thus faith the Turk, 

In caſe we ſhould go about to Compel or Force them to be of 
our Religion, Fear might overcome ſome of them, for 
fear of the Puniſhment ſome may yield; and in caſe we 
[hould per [wade them by promiſes of Outwerd Preferment, 
for the Advantage ſake ſome might yield ; ont ((airh the 
Turk) when we have done al, we cannot alter or change 
their Belief, the which they retaining, though they may 
yield unto us, it would be but in Aypocrifie , and in caſe 
we ſhould accept of them on thoſe terms, they then would 
have an Oppertunity fo ao us Hurt, And herein they 
ſhew more Moderation then the Apoſtate Chriftians in 
many Places of Chr:/texdom. 

And concerning the Turks Deportment, and Civil 
Reſpeit one unto another, tx meeting and greeting one an- 
other , they ſeem to exceed the Chriſtians in the Mo. 
rality ; it being a Cauſe of Laughter unto them-to 
ſee the Chriſtians beggerly airy Behaviours one un- 
toanother, in Scraping with the Leg, and Daugh- 
ing the Hat, aad Fooliſh Geſtures, too too much uſed 
amongſt many who are called Chriſtians, who want 
the more ſolid, and more comely, and truly courteous 
Behaviour, which the Truth guides uato. F 

But leſt any ſhould miſtake, who do not know theÞ 
Difterence which is amongſt them called Turk

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' wherein I ſpeak of the Behaviour of the Thrks, as 


before, I do not ſpeak of thoſe Nefts and Dens of. 
Thieves and Robbers, who are made up of Chri/tian-- 
Runnagadows, Moors and Twrks ; neither do lipeak.

but I ſpeak of a PlainPeople; call'd Trk-men, whom 
I having truſted much, and having found chem faith- 
ful, I perceived they had an Awe and Fear of God 


$ upon them, they often expreſſing theſe words ['The 


Lord ts Fuſt, and therefore we muſt ds Fuſtly] and by 
Occaſion having proved a Turk, I ſhall in brief give 


* an Inſtance of his Faithfulneſs, wherein he declared 
the Fear and Awe of God that was upon him x Being | 


ordered by a Merchant that then lived in A/epo, to 
ſend him up 1500 Dollers privately, from Scande-. 
rown, where I lived, according to Order, the Mo- 
ney being delivered, and laid upon a Horle in a Sa- 
ehel, as their manner is, the Horſe by a Chance ran 
away with the Money upon him, it being 1n a dark 
Night he could not find him, and in the Morning: 
betumes the Horſe with the Money was feeding at a 
Twrk-man's Crib, the Turk taking hold of him, and: 
feeling the Money, and. ſeeing the Chriftizns Mark, 
there being none to accuſe him but the Witneſs in 
him, he might clearly have kept the Money, and 
turned the Horſe going ; but the faithful and true: 
Witneſs was ſo prevalent in him, that he took the 
Money and carried it unto an Azaw, Which in that, 


place is ſomewhat like unto a Lord of 4 Maxrer, and 


after diligent ſearch, what he had done was ſhewed' 


K unto me, and the Money recovered: But mind the 
FAwe and Fear of. God that was upon the Tak, after

and Revelations are ceaſed, and the Inſpiration of God's * 
Spirit is wor to be known zow adayes? Oh blind Apo- 
ſtates 1 what Goſpel, have you to preach? No; the 
Goſpel is hid to you, in whom the God of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them that

354+ ous Goſpel of Chriſt, who is the Image of 
God thould ſhine uato them: The Con.
